REVIEW OF TROOPS. 



Annual Inspection of British Soldiers 
by Queen Victoria at 
Alderaliott. 



Twelve Thousand Men Marched Past 
Under Command of Duke of 
Connaught- 



London, May 17. — The Queen, accom- 
panied by tho Prince of WaloB and the 
Duke of Cambridge, journeyed to Aldor- 
shott this afternoon to witness the annual 
review of tho troops on Lallan's Plain. Thoy 
were rocoivod with appropiate ceremony, 
by QeneralB Sir Rodvera H. Buller, Sir 
Henry Evelyn Wood and Sir FranoiB 
Wallaco Grenfel. Tho weather wos 
superb and the evolutions of the 
troops porfect. Twelve thousand troopa, 
undor command of His Royal High- 
ness, tho Dulio of Connaught, marched past 
the reviewing stand. The Horse Artillery 
camo first and ia tho order named, 
followed tho U^v^lry, Militia and 
Marines. Afterwards tho infantry brig- 
ade marched in column and tho 
mounted troops, and tho cavalry galloped 
past tho reviewing stand. Tho liueB wore 
then formed, and tho troops advanced in 
front of HerM ijoaty, roviow order, and gave 
tho Royal Bnluto. The Queon presented 
the Queen's cup to the Warwick regiment, 
tho winners of tho inter-regimental shoot- 
ing match of 1893.

A Flno Performance at the Metropolitan 
Church of Selections From These 
Ureut Masters. 

Last evening Mendelssohn's " Hear My 
Prayer," toyetner with Belections from tho 
" Creation," was performed in tho Metro- 
politan Methodist church under tho able 
leadership of Prof. Buck. Tho platform 
was prettily decorated for the occasion by 
Mrs. Drury, tho talouted organist of tho 
church. 

The firBt item on tho programme was 

Hear My Prayer," solo for soprano with 
chorus.

Ottawa, May 17.— Hon. Mr. Foster gives 
notice to-night of tho following further 
tariff changes : 

Socks and stockings of all kinds not else- 
where specified, 10 cents per pair and 35 per 
cent. 

Two-ply and throo-ply ingrain carpets, of 
which the warp is composed wholly of cotton 
or othor material than wool worsted, the 
hair of tho alpaca goat or other liko ani- 
mala, 30 cents per Equare yard and 25 per 
cent. Troblo ipgrain three-ply and two-ply 
carpotB, composed wholly of wool, 5 cents 
por square yard, and 25 per cent. 

ShiDglea 20 per cent. 

Blasting and mining powder 2 centa per 
pound. Cannon, musket, rifle, gun and 
sporting powder and canister powdor 3 cents 
per pound. 

Salt, line, in bulk and coarse salt not 
elaowhero specified, 5 cents per 100 pounds.

Sir John Thompson announced the death 
of Hon. John Hearn, member for Quebec 
West. Mr. Hearn was horn in Wuterford, 
Ireland, in January, 1827, comiug to Can- 
ada in 1S42 Ho was an extensive merchant 
and reel eBtate dealer and was for more than 
thirty years a member of the Quoboo City 
Council, of which ho presided over the moat 
important commiUeea. Ho was a promin- 
ent representative Irishman, and aa such sat 
in tho Quebec Astembly from the union un- 
til October, 1877, when he waa appointod to 
tho Legislative Council. At the last general 
election ho was returned to tho House of 
Commons, where he has since occupied a 
teat.

Vancouver, May 17. — (Special) — The 

B. C. Conference oonoluded its labors yes- 
terday. The following is tho pastoral ad- 
dress for 1894 read by Rov. S. J. Thompson 
and adopted : 

Deakly Bkloved Bretiiki;n : — Wo greet 
you in the name of the Lord, praying that 
Christ may dwell in your hoarts by faith, 
that yo being rootod and grounded in love 
may bo able to comprohond with all saiuta, 
what is the breadth, and lougth and depth 
and hoight, and to know tho love of Christ 
which passeth knowledge, that yo may bo 
filled with all tho fulness of God. 

From tho various portiona of our boauti- 
ful Province, tho goodly heritage which God 
haB givon ua, wo have como together in an- 
nual oonfereDcj to review tho laborB nud 
conquests of another year. We record cur 
gratitude to tho Father of Mercioa for having 
sparod all our ministers and laborora 
throughout tho yoar, for giving tho privi- 
lege of laboring in the groat harveat Cold, to 
us bo unworthy aB wo aro of it, and for hav 
ing richly bleeacd tho labors of Hia servants 
in the upbuilding of the church and tho sal- 
vation of souls. Wo give ouraelvea afresh to 
tho Mastor, to spend and bo spent for Him 
and you also who aro in Him. 

We gratefully recogni/.s tho valuublo 
assistance rendered to tho deliberative ses- 
sions of tho conference by tho laymen, who 
morn and more aro showing their great in- 
terest in tho progreaa, prosperity and suc- 
cess of the church. Wo noto with groat 
gratification that thero is a not increaao in 
the membership of the church of 181, that 
notwithstanding bard times the missionary 
fund has increased by over §L!00 and that 
from overy district como tidings of gracious 
rovivala that have quickened tho spiritual 
lifo of our peoplo and lod into clear Chris- 
tian experience many sinners. Truo 
it is now as ever that thiB " Uoa- 
pal ia tho power of God unto salva- 
tion." Wo call your attention in a 
very special maunor to tho claims of our 
eonnexional funda upon your liberality. 
Remember tho recommendation of Scripture, 
" There is that scattereth and yet inoreas- 
eth." Remember also that the weak have 
olaima upon tho strong. Theao different 
funda of our church, authorized by our gon- 
eral conferenco, aro dosigned to help tho 
weak, struggling, much discouragod and 
much onduring men, who are at tho foro- 
front of tho battlo ; especially ia this truo 
rogarding the sustenation fund which will 
he brought to your notice dviring tho yoar. 
Wo very earnestly urgo the moro general 
adoption of tho weekly offering sys- 
tem in support of tho ministry and 
tho Soriptural practice of giving at least 
one-tenth of our income to tho Lord. If 
this were genorally adoptod wo are persuad- 
ed that overy claim of Ood's church upon ua 
would be amply met. Wo deBire alao to call 
your attention to the work of the Colum- 
bian Methodist College, locatod at Now 
Westminster,and which during the past two 
years has done efficient work in the educa- 
tion of our young peoplo under the roligious 
infiuenoe of men and women who have 
proved themselves not only capable teachers 
but devoted to the aplritual interests of the 
students committed to thoir care. We cor- 
dially recommend the institution to your 
practical support. 

In consideration of the near approach of 
the Provincial elections for representatives 
to tho Legi8laturo of tho Province, we most 
earnestly entreat you to consider your fran- 
chise a most sacred privilege, a duly to bo 
exorcised in tho fear of God. Is has been 
said that the man who votes to sustain a 
wrong is helping the dovil whethor ho 
knows it or not. Bo careful in tho Belcc 
tion of candidates, bo Buro to cast your 
vote on the aido of right; sustain men of 
unblemished character, only men whom tho 
spoils of office cannot buy, men whom the 
lust of office cannot kill. Finally, broth- 
red, bo in earnest, tho claims of God and 
humanity are upon you. Let us devoto our- 
selves with unstinted consecration of all 
wo are and have to God'a work, the raising 
of tho fallen, tho salvation of the lost, until 
thia fair Province shall bo ono tor ('hrist'a 
Crown and Kingdom. " Be ye steadfaat, 
always abounding in the work of the Lord, 
forat-much aB yo know that your labor ia 
not in vain in the Lord." 

A notice of motion was given that the 
general conference be recommended to Btig- 
matiao travelling on tramcara and stoam- 
hoata on Sunday aa antagoni8tic to tho spirit 
of holy Christianity, and apk tho general 
conference to amend the discipline so ub to 
requiro tho pledge of abstention from intoxi- 
cants and narcotics from all candidates for 
membership. The conference denounced in 
moat omphatio tcrma the ubo of tobacco, and 
atigmatised tho praotico of " ohowing " and 
"smoking" as pornicious and degrading. 

Tho Vancouver citizens who extended 
their courteous hoapitality were thanked by 
resolution. 

A resolution of regret was paased at tho 
death of Rev. G Douglas, D.D., of Mont- 
real.

Scant Ceremony Displayed 
Towards Them.

Pout Townsknd, Mny 17. — Ordera wore 
received by Commander Clikrk to doal very 
sevoroly with teulem who aro poaohing. In 
faot, they will bi cabbed with scant cere- 
moDy. Tho fleet waa delayed longer than 
anticipated, it ia believed by some beoauao 
of tho doaire of the 'British government that 
tho sealera recaivu sufficient warciDg. Color 
ia given to this rumor by the faot that the 
British ahipa Pheasant and Hyaointhe havo 
been out warning seulera for the past three 
weeka. Commander Clark among other 
thinga is instructed that if a veaaol whioh 
appears to be a sealing vtssol is found 
within the area of the award, during tho 
period of timo in wh : c'i fur seal fishing 
ia forbidden, i;e will ascertain whether sho 
ia there for the purpose of fur Ee.il fishing, 
whether she has boon engaged in fur seal 
fishing, whether sho waa oarried '.hire by 
atresa of weather, by a mistake during foggy 
or thick weather, or ia thore in the ordinary 
courao of navigation making the best of her 
way lo any place. 

" You must judge," reads tho InatruO- 
tion?j " whether auch vessel haB been en- 
gftgOii in fur seal fiahint; from tho presence 
of seal 6kins or bodies of seals on board, and 
from other circumstances and indications. 
If unh vessel is found outBido of tho area of 
i no award, and it is evident that Bhe haB 
has been engaged in fur oual Gelling within 
said area, and has thus committed an 
offense, you will order her seized. A vessel 
may violato the law by hor boata fur aeal 
fishing within said area, while the vessel, 
herself, is outside of said aroi." 

In addition to tho directions to command- 
ing ofhocra in regard to the uots of seizure 
and tho disposal of vessels and their papera 
as already specified in tho President's reoopt 
proclamation, the instructions state that fur 
seal fiihina is prohibited duriug tho Boason 
extending from May 1 to July 31, both in- 
clusive, in each year, to all persons men- 
tioned in tho first, ueution of the uct of Con- 
gross, and to all subjects of G r eat Britain, 
to persons owing tho duty of obedionco to 
tho laws or tho treaties of Great Hrituin, 
and to all persona belonging to or on board 
of a vessel of Great Britain, not only in tho 
zones mentionod in tho instructions, but in 
that part of tho Paaific ocean, including 
Bohrinc nea, whioh is situated to tho nortn 
of the 3Hh degree of latitude unci to tho east 
of the ISOth degree of longitudo from Green- 
wich till itstrik es the water boundary between 
tho United Sriues and Russia. This bound- 
ary lino passes through a point in Behring 
Btraits on the parallel of C5 degrees and 30 
minutes north latitude, at its intersection 
by the meridian which passes midway be- 
tween the islands of KrueoDBtern or Inga- 
look, and tho island of Ratmanoff or Noon- 
arbook, and proceeds duo north, without 
limitation, into the samo frrzen ocean. Tho 
same western limit, beginning at tho same 
initial point, proceeds thence in a course 
nearly Bouthweat, through Behring straits 
and Behring sea, bo aa to pasa midway be- 
tween the northweat point of tho island of 
St. Lawrence and tho southeast point of 
Capo ChoukotBki to the meridian of 17- 
weat longitudo ; thence, from the intersec- 
tion of that meridian, in a southwesterly 
direction, until it strikes tho ISOch degreo 
of longitudo from Greenwich. 



PACIFIC COA.ST DEFENCES. 

Arrival of U. S. Engineers at Seattle on an 
Important Mission. 

Skatti.k, May 17.— Tho five membera of 
the board of United States army engineers 
oa coast defences arrived in the city on tho 
steamer Edith last night in tho course of an 
examination of tho Pugot Sound dictrict in 
preparation of a report on tho beBt location 
for coaBt defences in theBO waters. They 
began their tour at Xacotim yesterday mora- 
irg and will continue it for several days 
more. 

Tho visit of this board to the Sound is 
made in pursuance of tho intention to pre- 
pare recommendations to Congress for de- 
fences on both the Atlanti3 and Paoitic 
coast, tho whole board acting together in 
the matter. It would havo taken up the 
aubject of fortifying Pugot, Sound beforo but 
for the delay in locuting the navy yard, but 
will now devise plana for tho defence ot 
that important point as well us others on tho 
Coast. Having made an examination and 
survey of Sau Diego harbor aud tho mouth 
of tho Columbia during the last two weeks, 
the eu;.'i"i'erfl arrived from Portland at IV 
c >nia i. I I'oluek on Tuesday afternoon and 
touk u,, i„rtiia on tho Edith, whioh they 
have chartered for the tour of tho Sound. 
Yeaterday they went by way of Rich'a pas- 
sage to Port Orchard and Port Washington 
and examined the navy yard, then camu by 
way of Port Madit-on to this port, arriving 
here about G o'clock. Thoy will go to Port 
Townscnd to day and then to Bellingham 
Bay and Deception Pass and other points 
which may seem to requiro defence. 

The fortification of tho Sound haB grown 
in importance in tho eyos of the government 
since tho navy yard was located at Port 
Orchard, as it will bo tho Bupply and repair 
point for tho navy in these waters, and if 
ronderod socuro by strong defences, oould bo 
used in warliko preparations even in face of 
a hostile fl 'ot blockading tho entrance to tho 
Sound. 1 no work of constructing coast do- 
fences has boen in progress in New York 
under tho dirootion of Cols. Roberta and Gil- 
lespie for somo ycurB, attention having been 
direoted chiefly to making big guns, 
but the placing of thorn ia now 
up for consideration. Tho batteries will 
consist of mortara to throw projectiles 
high in tho air, which will fall on tho dook 
of a ship and BinaBh throuijh it, and of rifled 
guns of high power to bo fired horizontally. 
All theso battorios will bo placed on disap- 
pearing carriages and protected by earth- 
works and masonry revetments. 

The visitora are the principal army engi- 
neers in tho country, and thoy will be en- 
tertainod by tho ohumber of commerce on 
their return up Sound, whon they will bo 
given an opportunity to becomo famiii ir with 
tho advantages of tho city's location and of 
tho construction of tho Like Washington 
ship canal.

[PILGRIMAGE TO LOUUDES. 

Preparations Making for the Roman Catholic 
Religions Excursion from the 
United States. 

Brooklyn, May 17. — Reports presented 
to-day at tho meeting of tho committee hav- 
ing charge of tho arrangements for tho forth- 
coming Roman Catholio pilgrimage from the 
United States to Rome and LourdeB indi- 
cate that it will beono of tho moBt imposing 
and representative parties of Roman Catho- 
lics that baa ovor left theae ehores, Although 
tho work of organizing the pilgrimage haa 
been done mainly by correapondenco and 
littlo publicity has been sought for the 
event, applicationa for membership have 
beon received from nearly every state and 
territory. 

Tho pilgrimage la under tho auapicoa of 
tho Slaters of tho Monastery of the Preoioua 
Blood, located in this city, and It will bo 
dirootod by Rov. Fathor Porcilo, chaplain of 
tho monastery, who is also a direotor of the 
aroh-confraternity of Lourdes. Tho pil- 
grims will leavo Now York on July 18, and 
an official intimation haa beon roceivod from 
tho Vatican that the Holy Father will give 
tbom an audience on Auguit 7, and that he 
will also bless their bannors on August 1). 

Tho pilgrimage will be to Antwerp, Milan, 
Venico, Lourdes, Paris and othor conti- 
nental points, in all of which special Bervices 
in honor of the Amerioan visitors will be 
hold in tho cathedrals. 



THE U. S, AND SAMOA. 

Senator Morgan Hays He Wonld Like His 
Government to Withdraw. 

WASHINGTON, May 17.— After Senator 
Morgan, chairman of tho foreign relations 
committeo of tho Senate, bad read the dis- 
patch from London to tho effect that Am- 
bassador Bayard had intimated to tho 
British Government the desire of tho United 
StatcB to withdraw from tho tripartite 
Samoan agreement, he said that ho had 
heard of such intention on tho part of this 
govorument. So far aa he waa per- 
sonally concerned, Mr. Morgan said 
ho would liko to ueo it done under certain 
oonditiona. Ho wanted tho rights of Amer- 
ican citizens thore protected, and before 
suoh withdrawal waB made he, for ono;' 
should insist that the Pago Pago coaling sta- 
tion should bo given to tho United States 
permanently, instead of tho tomporary right 
this Government now holds. As a matt.or 
of fact, Mr. Morgan thiDka wo should havo 
tho wholo island, and that in view of the 
probable complotion of the Nicaraguan 
canal, under no circumstinccs Should nur in- 
terest in that harbor bo permitted to abate. 

Tho Australian Government agents in 
London have notified the Homo government 
that the colonies will insist that tho tripar- 
tite agreement as to Samoa bo ended aa 
damaging to tho colonial interests and the 
development of cable and Btoarr.Bhip lines 
between there and Amorica. Tho Home 
Government in acknowledging this protest 
haa informed tho agents that preparations 
aro making to reconsider the Berlin act. How 
far the viows of tho colonies' will bo mot by 
Great Britain, co-operating with Germany, 
will depend largely, it is said, upon the 
results of tho Ottawa conference. Opiniona 
aro now exchanging between London und 
Berlin. Now Zealand will oppose the Ger- 
man plan of giving Great Britain control of 
Tuijga in return for har yiolding Samoa to 
Germany. R. J. Soddon, New Zealand's 
promior, said to-day that the question would 
undoubtedly be an important topio of dis- 
cussion at tho Ottawa nonfnrnncn.

score of expense. Tha failure of the men 
who were so ready a short time ago to lead 
the public to believe that they were in 
possession of evidence roost damaging to 
the Government, to . appear before the 
Commisaion la proof, if prgof were 
wanting, that they themselves were at 
tho time convinced that there woro no 
grounds for the aoouaations which thoy in bo 
many ways, direct and indirect, proferred 
against tho Government. Tho conclusion to 
which every man of Bonae muat arrive, is 
that thoy did not attend tho sittings of tho 
Commission bocauae thoy know that if 
they did they would appear boforo the 
judges and tho publia aa Bolf-convicted 
slanderers. The Hon. Mr. Boavon, it is 
true, appoarod before tho Commission, but 
ho declared moro than onco that he did not 
appear as a prosecutor of tho Government, 
and that he did nob accuse thorn of having 
committed corrupt acta.

THE COMMISSIONERS' REPORT. 

The report of tho Royal Commission ap- 
pointed to inquire into certain matters con- 
cerning the Nakuap& Slocan Railway will bo 
read withgreutinterest by men of overy shade 
of public opinion in tho Province. So much 
was said and written last winter respecting 
tho '"suspicious circumstancos " connected 
with the extension of tho Provincial guar- 
antee to the bonds of the Nakuep & Slocan 
Company that the electors aro naturally 
anxicua to see tho interpretation placed 
upon those circumstances by two gentlemen 
of known ability and long experienco in 
weighing evidence of all kinds— gentlemen, 
too, of tho hightst character, who can have 
no possible motive iu favoring one side or 
tho other. It is seen that these able and 
impartial Commissioners, after inquiring 
into the mutter carefully, have come to tho 
conclusion that there is no reasoncblo ground 
on which to bano oven a suspicion that tho 
Government, or any member of it, acted cor- 
ruptly in tho transaction of the business 
connected with tho Nakusp & Slocan 
Railroad. It is, in fact, impossible 
imagine findings moro favorahlo to the men 
whose motives wore impugned and whose 
characters woro assailed than those contain- 
ed in the Report of tho Commission. The 
.Commissioners cannot see that tho slightest 
blame ib, in the matter inquired into, 
attachab'e to any member of the Govern 
mcnt. 

Tho "irregularity" to which tho Leader 
of the Opposition attached such weight 
and from which he drow so many 
inforences unfavorable to tho Govern 
mcnt, bo far from being regarded by 
tho learned Commissioners as suspicious, ia 
considered by them as etrong proof that 
there was nothing wrong or hidden in tho 
transaction. Tho " irregularity " they auy 
" so far from demonstrating that tho Minis 
tor was tho agent of tho Company points 
distinctly in the opposite direction, sinco it 
would ho tho first care and duty of ouch an 
agent to seo that everything was in ordor.' 1 
It iB quite oloar that a man conscious that 
ho was making a corrupt ueo of tho powers 
he possessed, would take vory good care 
that ho would mako evorything hard and 
fast, and not leave it in the powor of the 
Logislaturo to undo whst ho had done. 

The Commissioners aro careful to Bay that 
thoy had no difficulty in coming to the con 
elusion that thu arrangement " which was 
ratified by tho Act of 1894 is more advan- 
tageous to tho Province than tho arrange, 
ment contemplated by tho Aot of 1893.' 
But even if it were not thoy very properly 
say, " it doos not follow that a bad bargain 
must bo a corrupt bargain." Ho is a very 
lucky man indeed whoso experience hua not 
pro .ed to him that this is as truo a saying 
as was over uttorod. 

Aa we havo already indicated, tho conclu- 
sions arrived at by tho Commiflaionere on 
overy purt of tho aubject inquired into are 
favorublo to tho Government, and thoBo 
conclusions aro oxprosaed in language bo 
simple and so dear that it will bo 
impossible for the ablest and tho most 
malignant of tho onomiea of tho Adminia 
tration to misunderstand or to misinterpret 
it. 

The abaenco of tho acousors of tho Gov 
ornmont is notiood in tho Roport, and it is 
shown that there ia no oxoueo for it on the 



New that the City huo come to the rescue 
of tho Jubilee Hospital it ia sincerely to be 
hoped that its affairs will bo so managed 
that another crisis liko that through which 
tho institution has just passed will bo avoid 
ed in tho futuro. It should bo remembered 
that tho Hospitul is now aa far ua over from 
being independent of tho support of tho 
beuovolent. It ha8 no certain sourco of in 
come. The continuation of tho grant from 
tho Legislature may, we presume, be 
dopended upon with somo degreo of cer 
taint y. The Corporation will no doubt in 
tho futuro do moro for tho Hospital than it 
has done in the past, and wo trust that it 
will bo so conductod that tho revenue from 
payiug patients will go on increasing. But 
those who tuke an interest in tho institution 
must calculate that if it is to flourish and to 
maintain its prestige tho Government grant, 
tho Corporation grant and tho rovonuo from 
paying patients must he supplemented by 
liberal donations from tho public. Subscrip- 
tions muat be systematically solicited. Tho 
public is kind and at times cvou generous, 
but it needs to be reminded of tho claims 
upon it. It very eoldont acts in the mainten- 
ance of even the moBt necoseary of 
charitable institutions spontaneously. The 
directorate of tho Hospital, if they deairo 
it to be liberally maintained, must not de- 
pond upon fitful or spasmodic charity. Thoy 
ahould have a revenue producing organiza- 
tion which would work continuously and 
with the regularity of clock-work. Tbero 
aro men and women in tho Province who, 
if they were appoalod to in the right way, 
would gludly engage in tho work of helping 
to keep the Jubileo Hospital in a atato of 
high efficiency. All that is wanted is zoal 
and a fair amount of administrative ability, 
and the HoBpitai can be mado suro of a 
steady and sufficient revenue. Hospitals 
aro liberally supported in places far less 
promising than the city of Victoria. Tho 
initial difficulties have been happily sur- 
mounted and all that ia uow required to bo 
dono is to keep tho institution in good run- 
ning order. Tho way to do it ia plain 
and wo are quite sure that tho will ia not 
wanting. 

ROSEBERTS DIFFICULTIES. 

Lord Rosebery is feeling tho inconvonioncn 
and tho anxiety of being tho loader of a 
psrty composed of factions each having 
vIoks ind interests of its own independent 
of tho others. A few days ago it was tho 
Paruellito faction that gavo him troublo. 
To-day it is the Welsh taction that throatens 
to loave him in a minority if ho dons not do 
its bidding. To morrow tho unli-PurnolIites 
may threaten defection, and the day after 
tho English Liberals, Bick of being dictated 
to and knocked about by their Irish and 
Welsh allies may intimate to him that they 
do not propose to put up with such treat- 
ment any longer, and that tho sooner he ap- 
peals to tho country and ends the present 
uncertainty tho better they will be pleased. 

Tho revolt of the Welsh has not beon alto- 
gether unexpected. They havo beon sus- 
picious and discontented for some lime. 
They wero impatient of the Govornmont'a 
delay in bringing down the Welsh Dis- 
establishment meusuro, and they wero 
afraid that tho bill, when it would bo 
brought down, would not meet their ex- 
pectations. Mr. Lloyd Goorgo aud his atso- 
ciutes of tho Young Wales party havo been 
exacting in their demands. We see by the 
Timoa of tho '27th ult. that : 

Thoy aro not prepared to accopt any 
echemo that may be otTercd, and unless their 
demands aro complied with they may he 
expected to cause further troublo. In 
tho first place, objection will be 
rained to any dleendowment policy which 
does not provide for tbo application 
of tho surpluB funds for national purpoBCB. 
Secondly, any proposal to give a life inter- 
est to tho clergy will be resisted by tho 
extremists on tho ground that such an 
arrangement would practically amount, to a 
postponement of tho disendowment for a 
generation, whereas it ia deBired that a torm 
of years ahould bo fixed for tho calculation 
of all allowances. Some difficulty may also 
arise in connection with tho treatment of 
fabrics, tho contention being that theso 
buildings ought to be nationalized dospito 
tho fact thut they may still be used for epis- 
copal worship upon tho payment of a nom- 
inal ront. 

It is now ovidont that tho Government 
havo not complied with these torms, noithor 
ia tho progress of tho hill such aa moots Mr. 
Lloyd-Goorgo'a upproval. This was tho 
causo of tha outbreak of Monday ovening, 
which aa likely aa not will soon be followed 
by tho defection or abstention of tho 
Young Welsh mombers. Tho men evident- 
ly know thoir powor and aro determined to 
uso it when a good opportunity offers. It 
is therefore not at all improbable thut Lord 
Rosohery will ono of theao fine, days find 
his majority gotting below ovon tho tens. 
Tho Parnollite and tho Welsh recalcitrants 
havo only to combino to put his Govern- 
ment in a minority and thon the droadod 
appeal to the country can bo no longer 
delayed. 



THE ONTARIO SITUATION. 

Thoro is to be an election in Ontario in a 
few weeks. The opposition to the Mowat 
Government appears to be somewhat mixed 
and difficult to deal with. The two old 
parties, Conservative and Reform, are not 
by any meane aa well defined or as united as 
thoy uaed to be. Now issues are being 
raised and new parties aro being formed. 
The good people of Ontario are trying to 
raiBe a religious issue. Why they ahould do 
so ia extremely difficult to understand. 
Somo of them, however, imugine that the 
Protostant religion is iu somo kind of danger, 
and they havo formed a Proteatant Pro- 
tective Association, which it is aaid will 
havo something to do in changing tho 
relation of parties during tho coming con- 
test. Tho Toronto Mail appears to bo tho 
organ of the party which ia endeavoring to 
mako roligion a factor in tho politico of tho 
Province. Whore tho difficulty is, or what 
tho danger apprehended consists of, it ia 
vory hard for uu outsider to understand. 
Tho Patrons of ', mluatry aro becoming poli- 
tically piwerful. Thoy havo already car- 
ried eloctiona in tho Provinco, hut what tho 
Patrons want that cannot be obtained by 
tho old party organizations does not appear 
very clear. Prohibition, too, is in somo 
way to bo made to do duty fcr the politi- 
cians of tho different parlies. It i3 gener- 
ally believed iu the other provinces that 
the question of prohibition is outside the 
sphere of local politic), but the people of 
Ontario do not regard this as a uettled ques- 
tion. 

It may happen after al! that when tho 
contest begins, it will ho fought out 
pretty much ou tho old lines. Tho peo- 
ple of Outatio havo always beon keen 
politicians, and it will bo difficult 
for them to erase tho old party lines, to for- 
get tho old party traditions, and to abandon 
the old party organizations. It doos not ap- 
pear just now that there is any question in 
local politics cf sufficient importance to 
mako tho electiou interesting. Tho battle, 
after all, saoina to be between tho Ina and 
tho Outa, uud tho new queationa appear to 
bo raised by clever peopla to give ouo of 
theso partioB an advantage over the other.

Sinco the corporation took in hand the 
work of cleaning up tho old Quadru Btrett 
cemetery what may bo described as a won- 
derful work has been done, und the old 
waste, somewhere hidden underneath whoBe 
masBea of tangled undorgrowth lio tho 
remains of many of Victoria's pioneer set- 
tlors, has been made to look aa if somebody 
owned and aomebody cared for it. The 
comment has long been made that much as 
Victoria haa owed to the pioneers of the 
Provinco their last reating plaeea havo been 
allowed to be as if they had beon forgotton. 
For yeara it has not beon possible to say that 
"thoirgravesaro green, they may be seen," for 
they were mostot them hidden with weeds 
and second growth shiuba which havo been 
tho favorite resorts of noxious things — 
human as well as animal. It would appear 
that " out of sight out of mind " has been 
the fato of maoy who in their duy their 
fellow citizens vvoro proud of, and tho 
wrecks of monuments and rai'.ioga revealed 
on every hand after tho rubbish had been 
bleared away, havo amply demonstrated tho 
correctness of thia conclusion. A deeertid 
and neglected graveyard is a aad commen- 
tary on tho fact of the chaugeabloness of 
things in thin life, and shows how in a com- 
paratively Bhort apace of timo those who 
may havo been great in their reBpectivo 
spheres, havo b?on Btipplanted by other?, 
their individual existence having almost 
passed from memory. The idea of furnish- 
ing work for tho unemployed in tho old 
cometery waa a capital one, and now so 
much having been accomplished it ia to b 
honed that what is capable of being trans- 
formed into a moat beautiful spot will not 
ba again allowod to relapse into decay and 
ruin. Doubtless there aro Borne who are 
individually interested in the Quadra street 
graveyard, aud if they will only individual- 
ly do what they must consider to be their 
duty to those whom they respected and 
loved whilfi iu life, tho aforetime don-rt will 
bo made to smile, aud become a favorito 
place of resort, instead of u spot to bo 
shunned, an it undoubtedly has been. The 
additional outlay still required ia not much 
and should be undertaken oither by public 
or individual effort.

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GOVERNMENT POLICY REVIEWED, 



The Conditions Which Entered Into the 
Administration of the Affairs 
of the Province. 



Effect Upon the Development During: 
Recent Years— True Stand- 
ard ot Success. 



In reviowing tho polioy of a govornmont 
extending over a period of yuare, we must 
take into account all tho conditions which 
have effected tho country during euoh timo 
The success or failure of an administration 
must bo judged not uo much according to 
any fixed standard of polioy, but according 
to the degreo of conformity with conditions 
ui thoy proaent themselves. 

Systems everywhere dopond upon tho in 
dividual character and ability of men en 
trusted with their carrying out. This haa 
boon strikingly illustrated so ofton 
history that examples aro unneces- 
sary. If we take, for instance, 
the relations of France and Great 
Britain with their Amorioin colonies, 
extending over a period during which Now 
France and New England formed tho major 
divisions of the North American continent, 
wo find that events shaped themselves very 
largely as the homo authorities understood 
and acted upon Colonial noods. Uador iho 
enlightened polioy of Colbert, Now France 
grew and prospered. Whon the fatuom ia- 
lluonoo of Madamo Pompadour ruled thu 
French Court, it famished instead of flour- 
ishing. The wise and vigorous policy of 
Pitt strengthened and cxtendod British 
power in America, while tho " crass " policy 
of North provod as disastrous as tho admin- 
istration of Pitt had been successful. 

Tho secret of success in every instance 
was tho adaptation of policy to tho demands 
of the times as conditions were developed 
and were varied. 

Coming to British Columbia, tho history 
of the Province since confederation is 
divided into two distinct periods, tho one 
prior and tho other subsequent to tho con- 
struction of tho C.P.R. The former period 
was govorned by conditions materially dit- 
feronc from those existing now. Without 
railway communication progress was noces 
sarily very slow, and Government 
was confined to a narrow groove. In 
n long wait for the anticipated new order 
of thiugs it settled down to one main con- 
sideration, viz: the equilibrium of revenue 
and expenditure. With a limited popula- 
tion and limited trade and industry, revenue 
depended to a largo extent upon Dominion 
subsidies and land salos. Out of this state 
of affairs grew the British Columbia lived 
policy, or in other words, tho sellirg of 
lands in largo tracts. For this " evil," the 
Government as a whole, dating it back to 
the first, has been roundly condemned by 
those who aro wise in their day and gener- 
ation, and who talk glibly about what now 
appears, without consideration of the past. 

DoubtleBB if the government had all these 
lands now and could sell them to Bottlera for 
settlement purposes only the country would 
bo muoh better off. This is easy to say by 
men who came horo in prosperous latter 
days and who are oblivious of all that in 
gone before, but when we consider Uiat 
upon land sales tor many years the govern- 
ment had to depend forrovenue, and that at 
a time too when it could offer fdw induce- 
ments for settlement, we see that such a 
policy was unavoidable, there was only one 
other course topursuoinorder toprovideordi- 
nary revenue, and that was to borrow money. 
That would havo been unwise, oven had it 
boon practicable; but it was not p-acticahle. 
British Columbia had up to very recently no 
borrowing status, and tho fuw loans it did 
effect were obtained at high rates of int3r- 
cst, which stood until very lately a disad- 
vantage to the Province, necessitating the 
process of conversion, aboir which we have 
heard so much, in order to obtain a financial 
rating in tho money market. To this con- 
version and consolidation of our debt is 
largely duo the fact that our securities aro 
eooond in tho colonial list and our 3 per 
conta have sold at 1)2. 

It may be, that tho men who purohascd 
the lands in the early days were speculators, 
but they were purchasers when there were 
few sottlers and could he but few until rail- 
ways wore built. These landa whan sold 
became rovenue producing and havo been bo 
ever since. Tho policy by which this wis 
p-jssiblo may havo been a mistake, but it 
was one which all Governments had to pur- 
ine in British Columbia. It was the policy 
which the present leader of tho Opposition 
had to pursue when in tho Government. 
There aro times when Governments, like in- 
dividuals, have to chooBe between 
ev.ls, and tho choioo in this Prov- 
ince was botween selling lands or 
stagnation. The men who bought did ho 
to hold in order to realize when railways 
would bring population and capital. It was 
a speculation founded on strong faith in tho 
future and involved more risk than many 
would undertake now. For many of the 
purchasers it proved a long and tedious 
wait and eventually a torrible disappoint- 
ment, and it is a question of to-day if the 
Province did not make a much better bar- 
gain than those eamo speculators. Further 
than that thorp is not to-day a momber of 
the Opposition who is or waB avowedly op- 
posod to the land policy of the Government 
who haa not participated as far bb his means 
would pormit, and in many instancea much 
farther, in the opportunities which tho polioy 
afforded. Wo call it " polioy," but it was 
really a necessity. 

Wo aro now comparing two oraa, that 
antedating tho C.P.R. and tho proBont, 
which may bo designated as the old and tho 
new. In tho old regime tho main desider- 
atum of governing was that of making ends 
meet while waiting for tho ora of develop- 
ment to arrive. Tho two problems which 
tho legislative pioneors of British Columbia 
had attempted and successfully mastered 
were confederation and railway negotia 
Hons. They paved tho way for groat things, 
and until they boro thoir legitimate fruitB 
the Province, with ita limited sources of in- 
come, had to rest on ita oara. It wub ob- 
liged to live on ita capital in tho meantime. 
That capital waB its public lands. 

No ether province in Canada and perhaps 
no country in tho world, with so many draw- 
backs, has Bucceoded bo well, and all honor 
is duo to thoeo pioneer statostnon that 
thoy laid tho foundations of a common- 
wealth so surely ond well prosorvod tho bal- 
ances of revenue and expenditure and kept 
out of dobt. Judged by tho standard of 
praotical govornment, they fully under- 
stood tho needs and opportunitiea of their 
province and adapted their moiiBures to 
tho conditions as they found them and as 
thoy wore likely to develop. 

With tho completion of tho C. P. R. came 
what was praotlcally a now era, and a new 
population with aims, it iB true, Bomewhat 
similar that was to make a fortuno in a now 
country, but with a sot of ideas moulded 



under couditiona of old and settled com- 
munity ). There was at onoe the comming- 
ling of tho old and tho new, and it would be 
strange if perfect harmony Bhould prevail 
and assimilation be complete. The newer 
and moro aggressivo element demanded 
muoh and the transition was necessarily 
attended by somo onflict of ideas. 

Henceforward the polioy of tho Govern- 
ment wub not to be a waiting or inactive ono, 
but ove of development in lino with the 
openiDg up of tho country, the result of 
railway communication, und the present ad- 
ministration, which is tho legitimate suc- 
cessor of tho Qovemmont then in power, 
ia to be judged by tho methods pursued in 
grappling with the problems presenting 
themselves. If it can bo shown I that it 
has failed to comprehend tho needs 
of the country, to understand tho 
altered requirements of a now order 
of things and to adopt its measures 
and its methods so as to enstiro prrgretB 
and tho development of great natural re- 
sources, then it is for tho electors to con- 
sider whether tho reins of power should not 
ba entrusted to another set of men, who, 
though untried and whose capacity for gov- 
ernment ia an unknown quautity, promise 
to do better. If, on tho other hand, it oan 
be shown that tho present Government has 
kept fully abreast and well in advance of 
the requirements of tho Province, that 
its administration haa beou coin- 
cident with progross on every hand, 
that tho population haa largoly in- 
creased, the revenue expanded, tho credit 
of tho Province been raised to a high rank 
compared with that; of other provinces and 
countries, that railway and mining develop- 
ment has been cubatantial and rapid, that 
extraordinary edusational facilities havo 
been provided, that, Bcoial and industrial 
rights h..vo been carefully guarded, that 
otir polit.i.ial institutions are freo and un- 
t rat- mailed, and the moral and political tone 
of the oountry is pure und healthy, then it ia 
clear that it is worthy of tho confidonco of 
tho country, and it is the bounden duty of 
the decorate, making due allowance for 
what is human and fallible in all govern- 
ments, to return it to powor. 



CHINESE EXCLUSION. 

Special Instructions Received From Wash- 
ington on tho Subject. 

Washington, D.C., May 17. — In view of 
Attorney-Genoral Olney's opinion on tho 
landing of Chineso merchants rondored yes- 
terday, Assistant Secretary Hamlin has 
telegraphed to tho collector of customs at 
San Francisco, Cal., as followB : " This 
department is adviBed that forty Chinese 
merchants aro now on a voisel at 
your port, and thirty-six can estab- 
lish their character as merchants und 
former residents hero who departed 
prior to November 3 last, with tho intention 
of returning. Make a carofu! examination, 
and if satisfied of tho identity as above, 
you may permit their landing; they to re- 
main in your custody until Judge Morrow's 
decision iB passed upon by the Court of Ap 
peala on Monday. Before landing requtro 
from the stoamahip company a written 
stipulation for the payment of expenses dur- 
ing the detention of tho Chineso by you and 
also for their return to China if tho decision 
of Judge Morrow is sustained." 

HOT WATER IN COLORADO. 

Governor Wtilte Removes More Olllclals Who 
Decidedly Object to Supersession— 
More Trouble Feared. 

DENVER, May 17 — Governor Waito haa 
passed upon tho charges preferred against 
Penitentiary Commissioners Chamborlin, 
Boettchor and Reynolds. The vordict ia 
guilty, and tho penalty iB removal from 
office. But tho commissioners object to be- 
ing romovea, and I ho prospects aro bright 
for another season of turmoil, the same us in 
tho firo und police board removals. 
Governor Waite has a son - in • law, 
Dan Bruce by name, whom he wants 
appointed deputy warden at tho 
penitontiary. Warden McListc-r refused to 
appoint him, so the governor wants the poni- 
tc-utiary commissioners to removo the wur- 
don to make room for a man who will do 
his bidding. Tho commistionors refused to 
remove the warden, and tho next move was 
to prefer charges against them, with tho re- 
sult as Btated. Commissioner Chambsrlin is 
a Populist, und wub appointed by Governor 
Waito. He will not civo up his position, 
and if force is attempted r.ll Lake county, 
Chamberliu's pluco of residence, will, it in 
suid, como to his support, roady for uny 
emet gency.

Celebrated in an Imposing Manner at .Min- 
neapolis by Delegates From All 
Over the West. 

Minneapolis, Minn., May 17. — Nor- 
way's natal day — tho Fourth of July of that 
nationality — was observed hero to-day in nn 
imposing mannor. Tho observance dates 
back to 1814, when a band of Bturdy peas- 
ants and bravo citizens assembled at Kids- 
void, and formally throw otF their allegi- 
ance to Denmark.

Premier Davie Has an Enthusiastic 
Reception From the Young 
Men's Association. 



A Hopeful Sigrn— " Columbian " Sneers 
and Opposition Falsehoods Met 
and Disposed of. 



The meeting of the Young Men'a Political 
Association of Westminster on the occasion 
of Premier Davie's visit on Tuesday night 
was so large that even standing room was 
not available before the cloao of tho ovoning. 
Aid. Keary, president of tho association, 
took the ohair, and on tho platform with 
him in addition to tho Premier were many 
of the leading citizens. 

The Premier was given a rousing recep- 
tion. Ho thanked the audience for thia un- 
mistakable exhibition of good will and said : 
Tho last timo I had tho honor of addressing 
you in this hall I referrod to tho contrast 
between then and a year ago, and although 
then I felt fairly eonfidont that by the intro- 
duction of good meuauroB there would bo 
brought a solid philanx to the ranks cf 
stable Government in this Province, yot 
oveu in my most saoguino momenta I 
did not thick 1 would bo surrounded by 
such strength as I am now. (Cheers.) In 
Westminster Mr. Curtis, your late mayor, 
has come forward ; in Vancouver tho mayor 
is a candidate, together with two other 
prominent citizens, and in the ridings the 
government candidates will give a good 
account of themselves. When I see that 
there is a dl termination on tho part of the 
electors to frown down chicanery and a 
desire to uphold tho true interests of Bl uish 
Columbia I am gratified beyond measure. 
In the opposition newspapers, which have 
seen tit to adopt a policy of untruth, some of 
tho strongest organizations are referred to in 
terms of contempt. 

My object to-night is to addreBS the 
young men ot this place. It is a hopeful 
Bign of tho times to seo these bright, honest 
follows taking their place in politics, for tho 
day is past ween only septuagenarians have 
a right to take part in euch matters, and 
in all parts of the world young men are 
coming to tho front. This was particularly 
drawn to my attention on a recent visit to 
New York, when I was surprised to find 
that most of the buBinesB of that city was 
carried on by men not yot forty years of 
age. In saying that tho time is ovor when 
only old men can occupy responsible posi- 
tions, I am not saying anything to "the detri- 
ment of thojo whose experience is always 
valuable, but the young mind is active and 
more capablo of taking charge of things 
whore memory and energy are required, and 
where tho beat faculties of the brain can bo 
brought into requisition. Youth ia tho 
time when the boat results of our whole life 
o»n be obtained. The young, thorefore, 
should bo al ways encouraged to take a fore- 
most position in public affairs. 

In the Columbian I notice they have been 
sneering at you and tho young men of New 
Westminster. Now, while in tho article 
referred to they .are disregarding truth, 
they are also disregarding common Benae 
and aho wing a want of tact. An orgaoizi- 
tion like tliia ia entitled to tho greatest re- 
spect, as it is composed of tho reading and 
thinking men of the place— for young men 
are essentially readers and their spare time 
ia spent in reading both aidea of a ca60. And 
it iB reading men that the Bucceaaful party 
in this campaign will have to aeoure. 
(Cheers ) Thera ia a broad dis- 
tinction between the partiea that are now 
seeking tho popular vote, and the dividing 
lino between them may bo said to be the 
lame aa divideB a thoughtful reading people 
and an impulsive people. Government sup- 
port is a question of the support of princi- 
ples. Once a Government goes away from 
the principles which it haa been carrying 
out, of honcaty and uprightness, then you 
should desert it. It is principles, not men, 
that you are to support. (Applause ) We 
find that there is no such thing aa cohesion, 
of principles at least, in tho Opposition 
ranks. In thecouutry they have ono plat- 
form they dare not show in tho city ; and 
in the city they have another which it 
would never do to show in the country. 

The Premier went on to discuss a number 
of issues that have recently occupied special 
atteutionaud declired in reference to tho fish- 
eries that there is undoubtedly a groat deal 
of dissatisfaction with tho way in which tho 
mattt r is admin a tt red. and it is only just that 
the Province should tako full control instead 
of the Djminion. Tho oaao has been carried 
to the Supremo court of Canada, and tho 
queatian ai to whether tho fisheries. aro the 
property of tho Province or the Dominion 
will there be Bottled, and you may rest as- 
sured the Province will be woll represented 
in the matter. (CheerB ) 

On the conclusion of Mr. Davie's address 
he waa greeted with ri sounding applause. 
Chairman K^ury thanked him on behalf of 
the Young Men's Association for his ablo ex- 
position of uffairp, saying that from what 
he had stated during the eveningit waa plain 
that his was the Government for tho people, 
and tho youny men would bo proud to do 
what they could to return him to power. 
Ho then called upon Mr. Curtis to addrcaH 
the meeting, Haying that ho had workod 
hand in hand with him in tho council, and 
while he wub mayor, and had always found 
him doing everything for tho benefit of the 
city. 

When Mr. Curtis had finished a voto of 
thanks, ably proposed by J, T. Wilson 
ond seconded by J. W. McColl was ten- 
dered to Premier Davio with unanimity 
and the young men immediately nfterward 
raised the roof, so to Bpeak, with tho 
familar linei of "For Hc'b a Jolly Good 
Fellow." Three cheers were thon given 
him and threo for Mr. Curtia — "Our Davo," 
»a they call him— accompanied by tho 
usual tigera, and tho meoting adjourned.

LOCK- OUT, NOT STRIKE. 

The Labor Unions Declare That Trouble at 
Boslyn Is Due to Blasters Not lieu. 

Seattle, May 17.— At the woekly meet- 
ing of the Weatern Central labor union a 
communication waB reooived from the min- 
ers' oxooutive oommitteo, relative to the 
oondition of affaira at RoBiyn. It stated 
that the Northern Paoifio coal company 
posted notinos for a 20 per cent, reduotion. 
Tho men offered to meet tho company half 
way and accept a 10 per cent, reduction, 
although tho mine has not worked moro 
than 12 days per month Btnco the boginning 
of tho year. Tho company, it is alleged, 
refused to agreo to auch a compromise, but 
inBiated that it must bo 20 por cent, or 
nothing, and tho alternative was givou of 
accepting the reduction unconditionally or 
" bringing out the tools." This, it is 
claimed, in thereforo a lock-out and not a 
strike. 

" Workingmen and miners," readB tho 
communication, "aro ourneatly requoated 
not to como to Roalyn under any protoxt 
until the troublo ia Bottled. Wages Binco 
the lBt of January havo not averu^ed more 
than $25 to S,'S0 per month, and this is a 
battle for justice Tho men are peaceable 
and desirous of going to work, but, taking 
advantage of tho preaeut industrial deprca 
eion, tho Northern Pacific coal company baa 
unjustly undertaken to inflict thia iniquitouB 
hardship on tho men, and it is to be hoped 
that all true men will give ua their moral 
support and aid us by staying uway from 
thia camp until the final termination of this 
question." 

CABLE NEWS. 



LONDON, May 17— Tho Pall Mail Gazette 
f yestorday Bays tho Germans are extremely 
unpopular with the Samoana, and dcclaros 
thai German colonization has always beon a 
failure Tho Guzette does not bolievo 
Caprivi will strenuously oppose a British 
protectorate over Samoa.

Colonial Institute banquet, taking exception 
to tho statements made by Sir Charles us to 
tho estimated costs and receipts.

o monopoly, and sorya it ia prepared to com- 
pete with any rival company not directly 
subsidized. He asBertB that the proposed 
new cable ia not necessary commercially, 
and if it is necessary strategically tho Ext- 
ern company is willing to lay a cable at 
miuimum cost. 

M. Labillier, a prominent member of the 
Colonial Institute, writea the Times arguing 
that tho new death duties aro practically a 
tax on colonial property in the case of money 
invested in tho colonies, and^ thinka the 
wholo question ia worthy of diacussion at 
tho coming imperial conference at Ottawa. 

William K. Vanderbilt has rented Lord 
Lovat's deer foreat at Brandee, and will 
ahortly entertain a hunting party there. 

Rioting haa occurred in Prague, growing 
out of tho action of tho governor in renam- 
ing Btreots that had Bohemian namoa. The 
rioters smashed the windows of many Ger- 
man houses.

A BY-LAW 

To Regulate Hawkers and Peddlers. 

WHEREAS. In accordance with tho provi- 
sions of tho Municipal Act, 1892, and amenda- 
tory Acta thereto, tho Counc 1 is ompoworod to 
make, alLor and ropoal b)-laws Inter alia to 
llconse, regulato and govern hawkors and pod- 
dlors ia such mannor as may bo doomed ex- 
pedient. 

Thorefore, tho Municipal Council of tho Cor- 
poration of tho City Of Vlotoria enacts as fol- 
lows 

1. Tho Hawkors and Peddlers Numbering 
By-law, 1893 (No. 1FG), Is hereby ropoalod. and 
tho following by-law substituted thorofor : 

2. Every Hawker or Poddlcr hawking or 
peddling within tho limits of tho C.ty of Vic- 
toria shall pay a llcunso fee of $20 for ovory six 
months, as provided by tho Rovonuo By-law, 
1S93. 

3. Every Hawkor or Peddlor licensed undor 
the Rovonuo By-law, 1893. Bhall at tho time of 
the iesuo of his license receivo from tho Col- 
lector a plato bearing a number, which shall 
bo affixed on a prominent place on tho outaido 
ot hia wagon, curt other vohiclo or basket, 
or othor receptacle for carrying or conveying 
hlB good*, wares or merchandise, and said 
plate shall remain thereon during tho poriod 
for which tho llcenso is granted, or In case 
more than ono baslrot or othor ri ceptacle is 
carried by the licensee, then tho pluto shall bo 
attached to ono of Buoh baaketa or othor re- 
ceptacles, and such plate shall be returned to 
tho Collector at the expiration of the term of 
thu licenso, and may bo roissucd by him. 

I. Any person convicted of a broach of this 
by-law shall lorfeit and pay at thi discretion 
of tho convicting magistrate a ponalty not ex- 
ceeding the Bum of fifty dollars for each offence 
exclusive of costs, and in default of payment 
of tho said penalty and coatu forthwith tho 
said penalty and coats or coats only may bo 
levied by distress and salo of the goods and 
chattels of the offender, and 'In caao of thero 
being no distress found out o' which such pen- 
alty can bo levied the convicting magistrate 
may commit the oil'ondor to tho common jail 
of the city of Victoria, with or without hard 
labor, for any period not excoeding ono calon' 
dar month unless tho said ponalty and costs bo 
Booner paid.

reaaon to bolievo is endomic or epidemic, tho 
said Medical Health Olllcor may causo any 
such person, his or her clothing and effects to 
bo removed to a separato horoe or otherwise 
Isolate him or her, and may slop, dotain and 
oxamino any such person, hia or hor clothing 
and othor effects until, in tho opinion of tho 
Medical Health O/llcor, the poriod of incuba- 
tion of tho said contagious or infectious dis- 
ease ehall havo been complotod, and tho said 
Medical Health Officer may disinfect or cause 
to bo disiufected. at such place and ln such 
manner as ho may consider most convenient 
and bariellcal to tho preservation of public 
health, any such porson, his or her clothing and 
etl'ects."
